Ven. Archdeacon Davidson 
Delivered Interesting Address 
Last Night at Memorial Hall 

Canada has a noble and romantic 
church history. Venerable O. P. David¬ 
son. MA, pointed out tn the first of 
a series of lectures on "Canadian 
Church History.” at the Memorial Hall 
last night. 

The speaker stated that the first 
duty of the chu<*?h in America was to 
look after the spiritual welfare ot- the 
colonists from the Motherland. He 
traced the growth of the church from 
the time Cabot landed and prayed on 
North American soil In 1407. up to-the 
consecration ot Canada's first bishop 
in 1787. 

The first missionary work attempted 
by the EngUah In America waa carried 
out under a bequest of £ 100. donated 
by Sir Walter Raleigh to the colony of 
Virginia. In 1803. Rev. Hunt put the 
colonies under the diocese of the 
Bishop of London. But despite the 
fact that the Bishop of London had 
commissaries to fulfill his business 
functions in America, the colonists 
wished to have their own bishops. Un¬ 
fortunately -forty per cent, of the cen- 
d I dates who left the New England 
States to be ordained in London, lost 
their lives on the Journey to or from 
that city. Hence the colonists thought 
it Imperative to have their own bishops 
to perform the necessary rites of or¬ 
dination. But it waa not till after ths 
War of Independence that they ob¬ 
tained this privilege. 

Maryland waa the moat progressive 
colony in missionary work. In that 
state, the Rev. Thomas Bray had. lu 
1888 founded the 8R.C.K. and In 1701 
the 8PO. These societies worked so 
diligently that In 1703 they maintained 
seventy-seven pastors among whom 
waa John Wesley, who resided in 
Oeorgla for two years 

With tbs success of the War of In¬ 
dependence. the Americana objected to 
the Oath of Allegiance to the Ring, 
which waa required of all htshops. 
After some difficulty they obtained 
Episcopacy from the Bishop of Edin¬ 
burgh in 1784. and Episcopacy ac¬ 
cording to the Anglican rite in 1792. 

Archdeacon Davidson then dealt 
w ith chmoh p rogress in C a n a d a proper , 
briefly describing ths differences be- 
tmn th, N.w Englanders and the 
French, until th, capture ot Quebec.

Honorary Advisory Council for Scien¬ 
tific and Industrial Research. As stated 
by Hon James Malcolm, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, during the clos¬ 
ing days of the last session of Parlia¬ 
ment, It was the Intention of the min¬ 
istry to submit to Parliament a gener¬ 
ous appropriation for the purpose, hut 
It was felt that such an appropriation 
should not be put through without 
opportunity for adequate discussion on 
the port of the members of both 
Houses. 

The sum to be appropriated will be 
approximately sufficient. It It believed, 
to place the Dominion on a per capita 
basis of practical equality with other 
countries which are at present engaged 
in intensive research work. The most 
important feature of the proposed ex¬ 
pansion will be the establishment at 
Ottawa of National Research Labora¬ 
tories directly under the oontrol of 
the National Research Council. The 
function of these laboratories will be 
two-fold, as follows: 

1. Standardisation work of all kinds

1. By the granting, from Its small 
appropriation, of scholarships or bur¬ 
saries to graduate students working In 
universities, this work involves both 
research and training for research.

3 By organised co-operative re¬ 
searches where the work requires a 
knowledge of more than one branch of 
science.

into any particular problem affecting 
Its business, and will be able to retain 
the results to Itself after paying the 
cost of the laboratory facilities. In 
many cases it is pointed out. manu¬ 
facturers cannot afford the coat of 
laboratories, but can well afford the 
cost of individual and supervised re¬ 
search At the Mellon Institute at 
Pittsburgh last year 8637.000 was ex¬ 
pended on private research alone, while 
at the Bureau of Standards at Wash¬ 
ington. half a million was spent for 
the same purpose. 

RESEARCH 18 NEEDED 

The whole amount spent on research 
last year in C aha da. including all 
agencies, was comparatively small, and 
was probably not a thrill of what would 
have had to be expended If the uni¬ 
versities had not given free assistance. 
In the same year In Great Britain, the 
sum of £5.000.000 was spent on re¬ 
search. and In the United States 860.- 
000.000 . It will, therefore, be obvious 
that the proposed expansion of re¬ 
search facilities here Is highly necee- 
sary 

Under the Act passed in July. 1934. 
by which the Research Council Is In¬

But there 
are In Canada no national laboratories 
for industrial research, no system of 
research scholarships worthy of th* 
name, excepting those offered by the 
council, no graduate schools compre¬ 
hensive of the sciences in any univer¬ 
sity comparable with the best in the 
United States; no national foundations 
with the possible exception of th* 
Banting Foundation in Toronto; and 
no national scientific publication.
